without ono cent of direct tax being 
rpQUlred. 

The $100,000,000 bond issue law con- 
tains. Just as tho $60,000,000 bond Issue 
law did, the provision that there shall 
bo levied each year a direct annual 
tax to rotlro tho principal and Intoroat 
on the bonds, but that no such tax 
shall be levied for any year In which 
sufficient funds are available from the 
motor license foes to pay tho principal 
and Interest. The direct tax provision 
Is required, under our constitution. In 
order to make tho bonds salable, but 
such a tax can bo levied only la the 
evont that the motor license fees are 
not sufficient In any one year to make 
the principal and Interest payments. 
Furthermore, the pay«ient ot tho prin- 
cipal and Interest on both bond issues 
becomes the first obligation against 
each years' license fee collections, and 
this feature aa well as the law estab- 
lishing the motor license foes, becomes 
Irropcalablo upon the adoption of the 
bond Issuo by tho people. The prob- 
lem then resolves itnelf Into this ques- 
tion: Will tho auto fees pay the prin- 
cipal and interest on the bonds? 

When tho new bond Issue was flrst 
proposed, tho State Division of High- 
ways prepared careful estimates ot the 
probable revenues from motor tees dur- 
ing the period tho bonds would run. 
For the sake of safety, those estimates 
wore made highly conservative, but 
they showed conclusively that tho 
motor fees would bo entirely adequate 
t.n meet principal afid Interest pay- 
ments on both tho old and the new 
bor.d Issues and still leave a large an- 
nual surplus. 

Since these estimates were prepared 
almost two years have elapsed, and 
tho actual accomplishments during 
these years have greatly exceeded tho 
estimates. 

After estimating tho revenues for 
future years, tobloa were prepared, 
showing tho principal retirement and 
Interest charges on both the $60.- 
000,000 bond Issue and tho $100,- 
000.000 bond issuo. Comparing the 
payments for these purposes with tho 
estimated motor fee revenue. It was 
found that there would be an annual

When tho old $60,000,000 bond issue 
was before the people for ratification, 
the same question of tho direct tax 
was raised. Our citizens have never 
paid a cent of direct tax on the old 
road bonds, and there is not thH re- 
motest possibility ot their doing bo. 
When the old bond Issue was proposed, 
it was estimated that tho maximum 
amount ot foes which would ever bo 
collected would be $6,000,000. In the 
flrst nine months ot the present year, 
nearly double that amount was real- 
ized. During the year 1917 Immedi- 
ately prior to the adoption of tho 
$60,000,000 bond issue, our license fees 
amounted to $1,587,772.69. In 1923. 
the year prior to the election on tho 
prupoaed now bond lasue, the collec- 
tions wore $9,630,367.77. In other 
words, we are about six times as able 
to pay now aa then. 

Tho person who does not own a car 
will not have to pay a cent towards 
thf cost of the roads. The person who 
does own a car will more than make 
up tho amount ot his license fee by 
reduced driving expense duo to Im- 
proved rouds. No direct tax will be 
required. 

This great road proposition Is up to 
the people tor rattflcatlon at the com- 
ing election. To carry, It must receive 
a majority of all votes cast at tho 
elocllim. In other words, fuilun' tn 
vote on tho proposition Is equivalent 
to voting against It. Therefore, each 
citizen owes his state Intelligent con- 
sideration of and conscIentioiiH voting 
on this proposed bond Issue, which Is 
tho greatest and most constructive 
measure over submitted to the people. 
Should It carry. Illinois will continue 
to surpass all other states In hard road 
construction, and will, within tho next 
few years, become tho best paved atato

This area was drained In 1917 with 
the Idea that it would supply a large 
acreage valuable for agriculture. As 
a matter of fact the drainage accom- 
plished only the utter destruction of 
one of the most wonderful breeding 
places for wild fowl In America and 
laid bare a stretch of practically 
■worthless alkaline land. Klamath 
Lake Bird Reservtion was originally 
set aside by I'resldent Roosevelt, by 
Executive order of August S, 190S, as 
a refuge for the birds using the ex- 
tensive marsh areas then e.xisting 
there as breeding grounds. Tliene 
Include large numbers of Canada 
getiFe. together with Important colon- 
ies of gulls, Caspian terns, grebes, 
and white pelicans. The.se birds en- 
joyeil the sanctuary thus afforded up

GOOD WAGES MADE 

PICKING SEED CORN 
Farmers are using much of their 
spare lime nowadays picking and dry- 
ing seed corn, since the scarcity of 
good seed corn Is greater than for 
many years. In many cases It has 
taken all the corn on the farm to fill 
silos and in others the corn did not 
mature sufhclently for good seed, the 
most of the fields being caught In the 
roasting ear stage by frost. Half or 
more of the corn fields will not pro- 
duce good seed corn. While this mild 
weather lasts it will pay very well to 
make sure of next year's supply at 
once or go to some more fortunate 
neighbor's and arrange to pick seed 
from his field. Among farmers who 
have well matured seed corn this year

Shall an Act of the General Ansemhly of
